RAUMS GUILT, 


TRADING IN THE INFORMATION OF 
HIS BUREAU, 


WORSE THAN THE WHISKY RING. 


The Government to Be Defrauded Out of Mil- 
lions of Dollars—The Senatc Tariff Bill 
Ready to Be Reported, 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—[{Special.]—-From 
presemt indications, Pension Commissioner 
Green B. Raum has involved the administra- 
tion in the biggest and most disgraceful scan- 
dai since the’days of Grant and the whisky 
ring, with which, curiously enough, Raum 
was in a way connected. 

Corporal Tanner, who was kicked out of 
oftice for ‘‘working’’ the pension bureau, was 
a mere novice in the art of using his official 
position to advance his private fortunes, when 
ranged alongside of Raum, if one-half of the 
reports are true. 

The charges have many ramifications, and 
even extend to and promise to involve another 
bureau of the government. An epitome of 
the charges are that he has virtually traded a 
decision on a large class of cases for an en- 
dorsement from George E, Lemon, the notori- 
ous pension shark, who was the beneficiary of 
the decision, on notes aggregating twenty-five 
thousand dollars. 

That he is running a huge private refriger- 
ating business, and using his position and his 
government clerks to advertise his wares; that 
he is running a private pension business, 
through his son, and by diverting business into 
the hands of the firm, he is virtually playing 
from one hand into the other; that he and 
Robert P. Porter, of the census bureau, aro 
“‘cahoots,’’ in that the information from the 
census questions relating to soldiers and wid- 
ows of the late war, is to be turned over to 
Raum, and by him to his son, for use in solicit- 
ing ‘‘business.”’ 

These counts, in a general way, cover the 
indictment, but any one of them is grave 
enough to warrant Raum’s instant dismissal. 
The National Democrat this week contains 
an exposure which goes back to the time 
when, as Hayes’s favorite, he was commis- 
sioner of internal revenue. The Democrat 
charges that at that time $50,000 was paid by 
distillers of Chicago to Washington officials, 
and that Raum knew of it atthe time. It is 
understood that the administration has been 
investigating the charges, and Raum is to be 
forced out as soon as some one can be found to 
fill his place. NRaum’s denials have in every 
instance been equivocal and of such a nature 
as to indicate that he fears an open investiga- 
tion. 

THE TARIFF BILL, 

The senate committee on finance has practi- 
cally finished consideration of the McKinley 
tariff bill, with the exception of the tobacco 
and sugar schedules. 

The members of the committee are very 
close-mouthed about what has been done, but 
itis learned that most of the schedules, ex- 
cept wool and woollens, have been pruned and 
trimmed.

WASHINGTON, June 13.~—Mr. Morrill presented a 
remonstrance from two counties in Vermont 
against the imposition of duty ontin.

THE SUNDRY CIVIL BELL. 


A Few Amendments Offered and Adopted 
in the House. 

WASHINGTON, June 13.—The house, after reading 
the journal, went into committee of the whole, Mr 
Burrows in the chair, on the sundry civil appro- 
priation bill. 

Mr. Cannon said the amount of the appropria- 
tion carried by the measure was, in round num- 
bers $28,000,000. This was 810,000,000 less than 
the regular estimates and $13,000,000 less than the 
reguiar and special estimates. 

‘The sundry civil law for the current year pro- 
vided for the expenditure of $25,600,000. The ap- 
parent excess in this Dill was largely more than 
accounted. for by certain extraordinary items. 


' Among these were the expenditures for light- 


house service, bureau of engraving and printing 
of United States census. 

Cannon then gave a statement of the attitude of 
appropriation bills. The only bill not reported to 
the house was the general deficiency bill, and this 
would be reported before the close of the fiscal 
year. There was pending the sundry civil and the 
Indian bills. In the senate committee on appro- 
priations were the agricultural and diplomatic 
and post-office bills, and in the senate committee 
on commerce the river and harbor bill. Pending 
in the senate was the legislative bill. The fortifi- 
cation bill had passed both houses with senate 
amendments. The district of Columbia, naval 
and pension bills were in conference. 

A few amendments were adopted, .inserting new 
items and slightly increasing others already in 
the bill, increasing the aggregate of the bill by 
$70,000. 

Mr. Goodnight, of Kentucky, moved to strike 
out the clause relative to irrigation survey. 
Upon this amendment a debate arose which con- 
Sumecd the remainder of the day's session. The 
Opposition to it came chiefly from members from 
west of the Mississippi river. They contended 
that the house should repeal the existing law, 
which segregated arid lands and prohibited 
them from settlement or make this appropriation. 

Mr. Goodnight’s motion was rejected—45 
to G7. Without completing considera- 
tion of the bill the committee rose and the house 
at 5 o’clock took recess till 8 o’clock, the evening

ls, 

The evening session was not prolific of results. 
Thirty private pension bills were advanced to the 
Stage of third reading, but none were passed and 
the house at 10:05 adjourned.

In concluding its report the committee says: 

“With regard to the conduct of the civil service 
commissioners in the matter submitted 
to your committee we find, first, that 
Commissioners Roosevelt and Thompson 
have discharged their duties with - entire 
fidelity and integrity. Second, that the 
ofiictal conduct of Commissioner Lyman has been 
characterized hy a scarcity of discipline in the ad- 
nunistration ot the affairs of the connniss.on, and 
is, therefore, censurable. Your committee will 
proceed at once to investigate the workings of the 
systein, and presenta subsequent report when said 
investigation shall have been compicted, together 
With a report of their conclusion.”

WASHINGTON, June 13.—Work by the republican 
members of the senate finance committee on the 
tariff bill is drawing to a close. Completed sched- 
ules of the bill, except those of tobacco and sugar, 
has been given to the minority, and Senator Car- 
lisle is now engaged in preparing a report of the 
minority to accompany the presentation of the 
bill to the senate. It is said that the majority will 
make noreportinthe shape of an argument in 
favor of the measure, confining it-eif to a state- 
ment of reasens for making the changes reported, 
and a table showing the relative specific duties in 
cases where ad valorem duties are laid, in accord- 
ance with the resolution passed by the senate.

AN OUFBREAK FEARED. 


People in Montana Leaving Their Homes— 
The Indians Preparing for War. 

MILEs Ciry, Mont., June 13.—The attitude of 
the Indians continues to be menacing, though no 
overt act has occurred since the killing of Fergu- 
son. Owing to the fact that the Indians have left 
their reservation and are scattered over the 
country in small parties, the settlers are thor- 
oughly alarmed and are sending women and chil- 
dren into town in large numbers. Indian

constantly signaling by mirror flashes and the 
blanket code. Friendly Indians have reported to 
the whites that there is to be an outbreak and 
they are now making medicine, which is generally 
accepted to mean they are waiting to be joined by 
allies from Standing Rock, Sioux and Pine Ridge, 
and Cheyennes, to whom messengers have been 
sent. The northern Cheyennes of themselves only 


number about 250 bucks. 
THE TROOPS READY. 


The agency of Rosebud, Major Carrol, of the: 


First Cavalry, has three troops of cavalry— 
about a hundred and forty men. A detach- 
ment of troop cavalry and three companies 
of infantry—150 all told—left Fort Keough yester- 
day to proceed up the Rosebud and co-operate 
with Carroll. Three companies more are at Fort 
Keough that could be sent out, but there is no 
transportation. 

In compliance with the request of the sheriff of 
this eounty,a hundred rifles and ten thousand 
rounds of ammunition arrived here today in 
charge of Colonel Curtis, aide to Governor Toole. 
The sheriff expected that the arms would be 
turned over to him for issuance, but Colonel Cur- 
tis will not do so unless in case of a great emer- 

ney, which he is not satisfied exists now. It has 
wen arranged for Colonel Curtis and Stock In- 
spector Smith to gotothe Cheyenne agency and 
confer with Major Carroll, and on their return 
report the situation to the governor. The 
Indians are allarmed with Winchester rifles, and 
government ammunition, while the ranchers and 
cowboys are unarmed. Calf-branding and round- 
up has been stopped entirely, owing to this fact. 
If the Indians could be disarmed and put back on 
their reservation, the settlers could take care of 
themselves, but in the present condition of affairs, 
there seems to be nothing for them to do but 
abandon their homes and business and congregate 
intown. While nothing .of a more serious nature 
may occur, it is quite probable that any day may 
bring news of an outbreak.

THE LYNOCNELRS OF YOUNG LEAP- 
HART ACQUITTED. 


THE SCENES IN THE COURT-ROOM. 
The Ladies Take Possession of the Court- 


Room and Shower Favors Upon 
Prisoners—A Quick Ferdict. 


_ Lexmeron, 8. C., June13,—[Special.}—One 
of the briefest trials of importance on record in 
South Carolina, was that which endéd this 


evening in this pretty little village, twelve 


miles from Columbia. 

On the morning of May 5th the county jail 
here was forcibly entered by a mob of seventy- 
five’ white men, many of them masked, and 
Willie Leaphart, a young negro confined in 
the jail, was shot to death by them, in the 
iron cage encasing his cell. 

LEAPHART’S CRIME. 

Leaphart had been convicted of outraging 
liosa Cannon, a young white woman. of the 
neighborhood, and sentenced to death. He 
was to have been hanged April 11th, but upon 
the plea of his counsel that new evidence had 
been discovered, the governor had respited 
him and caused his removal to Columbia for 
safety. 

A delegation of prominent citizens of Lex- 
ington, pleading their honor for his safety, and 
asking his return to Lexington, he was brought 
back. After the lynching, the first in the 
history of the county, Attorney-General Earle 
caine to Lexington, and had warrants sworn 
out for Franklin, Calhoun, Caughman, and 
Piercely Taylor, the only lynchers against 
whom there was evidence. 

. THE TRIAL BEGUN. 

Their trial began here this morning, Solicitor 
Nelson representing the state and two able 
lawyers the defense. Two of the lawyers were 
members of the committee who had pledged 
their honor for Leaphart’s safety, and one of 
the jurymen had also been a committeeman,. 
The jurors had done good work during the 
term, but they were unable to withstand the 
current of opinion in favor of the ]vnchers. 

The community was practically unanimous 
on that point. The attendance was large and 
included many ladies, who decorated the pris- 
oners, Whom they looked upon as champions, 
with-boutonniers, as they had before supplied 
the one not allowed bail with delicacies in jail. 

THE VICTIM PRESENT. 

Among them was conspicuous the young 
woman whom Leaphart had outraged. The 
evidence for the state was brief and simple. 
It showed that the sheriff and his wife had 
recognized the voices of Caughman and Tay- 
lor among the lynchers, and two reporters 
testified that the former had, on the afterncon 
of the killing, boasted to them his having had 
Leaphart lynched, and disp.ayed a spot of the 
negro’s blood on his shirt. 

There was no evidence for the defense, The 
speeches were brief. Judge Witherspoon’s 
charge was strong and direct. 

THE VERDICT BROUGHT IN. 

When the jurors retired one lady from the 
public square playfully menaced those who 
sat at the window of the jury-room to bring in 
the right verdict. 


this evening a verdict of not guilty was.ren- 
dered. Applause in the court-room was sternly 
repressed, but as soon as the prisoners were re- 
leased they received an ovation from the ladies.

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TOPICS OF TRADE. 


Review of Business for the Past Week--Crop 
Prospects. 

New Yoru, June 13.—S. G. Dun & Co.’s weekly 
review of trade says: 

Speculation has been neither large in volume or 
enthusiastic in tone during the past weck, but 
the legitimate business of the country continues 
unprecedented in volume for the season, and 
highly encouraging in prospects. Although the 
treasury has taken in $2,909,000 more money than 
it has disbursed, and foreign exchange, apparently 
because of sales of American securities and a 
slackening of ex has advanced about a cent 


1- fasee the week, the current rates for money on 


has declined from five to four 
and and a half per cent. There been 
quite a dccline in reports from New York for two 


weeks past, the vaiue having been feurteen pee 
e 


cent below that of the same weeks last year; w 

in imports here a moderate increase continues. 

But the flow of currency to this country supplies 

the demand, and makes the market easy, and con- 
nce in currency expansion by legislation is 

unabated. Interior cities report rather more 

demand for money. 

Crop prospects begin to rule all markets at this 
Season, and these are distinctly improving. The 
government report was more favorable than was 
expected, and,m spite of the extravagantly luw 
estimates, put forth by speculative statisticians, 
wheat has declined 15, cents, oats 1 cent, and 
corn % cents. Cotton prospects have much 
improved with favoring weather, and the most 
reliable authorities now.reckon the condition as 
Satisfactory, with a reported increase of 2.67 per 
cent in acreage. The price has again declined an 
eighth for export. A better demand for refined 
Sugar is alleged as reason for an advance of 44c in 
price, but other reports indicate that dealers are 
not buying freely at the high prices now_ asked. 
The copaerty of iron furnaces in blast on June Ist 
was 180,795 tons, against 180,099 0n May Ist, and 
137,119a yearago. It seems scarcely credible that 
actual consamption can be thirty-one per cent 
greater than a year ago, and yet the tone of the 
market is fairly confident and does not indicate a 
material accumulation of stocks. Eastern makers 
are said to have checked the incipient advance in 
prices, in order not to establish a market for 
southernand western producers not to unload on. 
‘The demand for the various forms of manufactured 
iron and steel is still good, and prices steady and 
sales of 10,000 tons of rails are reported, with $31 
quoted at eastern mills. 

The wool market has been dull. Philadelphia 
and Chicago reports indicate that growers are 
holding for hig er prices. But no improvement 
is seen in woolen goods, though dress goods are in 
fair request here and stocks of light-weight cloths 
are small. Flannel mills are generally cutting 
down production. 

The railway wars do not cease. On the con- 
trary, more cutting of east-bound rates appears, 
and speculative managers are suspected of a will- 
ingness to see lower prices.

A TEST LIGUOR CASE 


Under the Original Package Decision—The 
Liquor Men Win. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., June 13.—A profound sensation 
was created in this portion of the state this after- 
noon by the decision of the Armstrong county 
judge in an “original package” case. 

Some days ago Charles Silverman, a resident of 
Alleghany county, opened an original package 
store in Leechburg, a local prohibition town in 
Armstrong county, which is also prohibition. Sil- 
yétinan claimed to be acting as an agent under 
pOwer-of attorney of the Cincinnati Brewing 
company, of Hamilton, Ohio. He made his sales, 
and was promptly arrested and placed on trial 
before Judge Rayburn at Kittanning, the county 
seat of Armstrong county. The temperance peo- 
ple were up in arms and pushed the prosecution 
strongly, claiming that Silverman was violating 
the laws by selling liquor without license; also 
that he had sold to minors and to men of known 
intemperate habits. Silverman, who was backed 
in his defense by the en company, admitted 
that he sold beer in kegs, half barrels and barrels, 
but denied and proved that he had not sold to 
minors, and claimed he had not, knowingly, sold 
to men of intemperate habits. ‘The defense 
also claimed that he had not _ violated 
any local liquor laws by felling these original 
packages, and proved them to have been unbreken 
amd to have been duly sealed and stamped, as re- 
quired by United States law; that there could be 
no conviction in his case, as under the constitu- 
tion and laws of the United States relating to 
commerce between the states he was fully 
protected in selling original packages shipped 
irom Ohio into Pennslyvania. 

ORIGINAL PACKAGE LAW. 

Judge Rayburn, in his charge, refused to con- 
Sider the evidence of the prosecution in regard to 
the local prohibitory law and affirmed those re- 
lating to the United States interstate commerce 
law. He said it was a mere question of -fact for 
the jury to learn whether the packages were 
identical and unbroken cases shipped frem Framil- 
ton, Ohio, to Silverman. If the jury were satis- 
fied, the judge’s charge continued, that these 
were original packages, then Silverman had the 
right to make the-sale according to the 
recent decision of the supreme court and 
did not violate the Pennsylvania liquor 

THE LIQUOR MEN JUBILANT. 

This charge was most unexpected to the prosecu- 
tion and to hundreds interested, who tlronged 
the court-room. The jury remained out about 
two hours anda half and acquitted Silverman of 
the charge of selling without license and to 
minors, but found him guilty of selling to persons 
of knqgwn intemperate habits. Silverman is over- 
poyeds while the liquor peopte, who have been ina 
1opeless minority in Armstrong county, are 
jubilant. Silverman says original packages can 
now flood every town in the state, andthe high 
license paid by liquor dealers 1s practically money 
thrown away. 


SMASH-UP AT A CROSSING. 


A Freight Train Runs Into a Passenger 


Train. ~- 


CLEVELAND, O., June 13.—At the crossing of the 
Cleveland, Canton and Southern railroad and the 
Cleveland and Pittsburg road, near Jones avenue, 
in this city, today, a heavily loaded passenger 
train on the former road was run into by a freight 
train on the latter road. The freight engine 
Struck one of the passenger coaches about the 
middle and threw it on its side upon top of the 
Switch-house, badly crushing it. Another passen- 
ger coach was thrown from the track. The freight 
engine was also derailed and damaged. Nobod 
was kilied and only six persons were injured, 
none fatally; but the affair created tremendous 
excitement and filled the town with rumors. The 
engineer of the freight train asserts that when he 
approached the crossing the target was set, giv- 
ing him the right of way, but that it was suddenly 
changed so as to give passenger train right of way.

| THE CLOUDS BURST, 


AND DWELLING HOUSES WERE 
SWEPT AWAY. 


WASHOUTS ON THE RAILROADS, 


And Several Accidents Caused By Them— 
Several Persons Lose Their Lives— 
A Storm in Ohio. 


LovisviL_x, Ky., June 13.—At Bull Rock, 
six miles above Maysville, last night, two 
dark clouds met and burst. 

The creek jumped over its banks and swept 
like drift several dwelling-houses and their 
frightened occupants. A stone culvert on the 
Chesapeake and Ohio railroad over upper Bull 
creek, was washed out into the river and 
about 12 o’clock last night, when the storm 
was at its height, Ja west-bound freight train 
ran into the washout, causing a fearful wreck. 
The engine and nine cars were piled one upon 
top of another, almost out of sight in the creek 
bottom. Engineer C. C. Roadcap, of Greenup 
county; Fireman Morris Foraker, of Lewis 
county, and Brakeman Charles Gaston, are 
buried beneath the wreck and their bodies 
have not yet been recovered. 

Conductor W. R. Watts and Brakeman W. 
Love jumped from the hind car and escaped 
unhurt. The train was made up of thirty-two 
cars. Nine car-loads of shoes and boots for 
Louisville went down in the wreck. 

A fast wrecking train on the way to the 
scene this morning ran over Frank Scott,a col- 
ored employe, and killed him. About a dozen 
persons living on the barks of Bull creek are 
reported drowned. The following bodies have 
been found: John Ruggles, a well-known fish- 
erman ; Lucy P. Estler,a widow, and her two 
daughters, Bettie and Julia, and two sons. 
She is a sister of Robert Colburn, of Chester. 
Several hundred people from Maysville have 


gone to the scene of the disaster.

THE LICENSING BILL. 


Mr. Gladstone Makes a Speech in Opposition 
to It. 

Loxpon, June 13.—The debate on the licensing 
bill was continued in the house of commons this 
evening. There wasa long discussion on Aciand’s 
proposal to apply the compensation fund to edu- 
cation. 

Mr. Gladstone said it had been asserted, confi- 
dently and loudly, that the bill did not sanction 
the principle of compensation. It was mainly on 
that ground that the government had commended 
it to the house, while some supporters had urged, 
as the main reason for their approval, that the 
bill did establish a principle of compensa- 
tion. [(*Hear! Hear!) He agreed with the 
latter. The opponents of the measure consider 
it distinctly a retrograde step in social reform. 
They looked upon the bill as poison for the people, 
and demanded that the funds be applied toward 
education. The ministers had expressed amaze- 
ment on hearing the measure called ‘‘the publi- 
can’s endowment Dbill.”” He had not heard any 
name that so accurately denoted the purpose of 
the bill.. It was certain that public house values 
had already risen through prospects raised by the 
measure, and he was equaily ‘ure that the mo 
ment it becamealawevery public house in the 
country would be regarded as worth more than 
the market price, and con'd not be acquired ex-°* 
ceptata higher price. [‘‘Hear! Hear!’’] Vast in- 
vestments by great proprietary firms in public 
houses was a monstrous evil and entirely 
a growth of recenttimes. These firms had invested 
in public houses under some expectati nm of a re- 
newal of license. The value of this expectation, 
it had been declared, rested on no legal basis, as 
license might under the present law be annulled 
without compensation. The bill would establish 
the principle that licenses might be bought up by 
by money from public taxes at prices virtually 
fixed by license holders. [(*Hear,hear!’} Was not 
this a public house endowment? [Cheers.] 

Mr. Ritchie, president of the local government 
board—We do not interfere with the existing 
powers of magistrates. 

Mr. Gladstone—Those are idle words. The goy- 
ernment’s amendment now inserted, that the 
legal powera of magistrates remain intact, is 
merely deiusive in the face of the entire character 
of the bill. You might plaster the bill with amend- 
ments like that, but it would not alter the aim 
nor give the measure a single shred of value in 
the eves of the millions, who oppose the measure. 
The amendment really means the endowment of 
a gigantic interest at the expense of the public 
purse. It would entirely Negras aor ali hope of 
effecting a reduction in the number of public 
honses, without rurnious cost to the country. The 
government would be wise to withdraw the 
measure, regarding which every one is puzzled to 

now why it was introduced. ([Cheera.) 

Others having spoken, Mr, Smith moved to ap- 
ply the cloture, but the chairman declined and the 
debate was continued. : 

Sir George Trevelyan characterized the bill as 
the worst proposal of the kindever submitted to 
parliament. :

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ATTEMPT AT SUICIDE, 


The Razor Makes a Terrible Gash, But it is 
Thought That He Will Survive—., 
Why He Did it. 7 


Cut his own throat from ear to ear. ° 

Thomas H, Chivers, assistant post-master at 
Decatur, attempted suicide between 11 and 12 
o’clock Thursday night. 

He is now still alive, but in a very precarious 
condition. 

Just what motive prompted Mr. Chivers’s at- 
tempt to take his own life Jnobody knows. 

He is to all accounts in comfortable cireum4 
stances, the head of a happy family, and highly 
respected in the community in which he has lived 
all his life. 

The story of the bloody attempt is a shocking 
one, the unfortunate man drawing the razor 
across his throat before the very_eyes of his wife. 

Mr, Chivers isa member of the Presbyterian 
church, and Thursday evening heand his wife 
and children attended a festival atthe rcsidence 
of Mr. Ramspeck, given by;his church. 

During the evening he was as cheerful as usual}, 
and wheu about ten o'clock he and his family left 
fer home nobody suspected that Mr. Chivers had 
thought of self-destruction. 

Mr. Chivers is assistant post-masterin the De- 
catur office, and it has always been his customt, 
open up the office each morning before the post- 
master, Mr. Brown, his brother-in-law, arrived. 

Soon after reaching home Thursday night, Mr. 
Chivers to!d his wife that he would step off to Mr. 
Brown’s house a few minutes, which he did. 

Postmaster Brown and Mr. Chivers sat smoking 
and talking for an hour or more, On leaving, Mr. 
Chivers asked Mr. Brown to look after the opening 
of the post-office yesterday morning, as he had 
other business he wished to attend to. 

When Mr. Chivers reached home again it was 
after 11 o'clock. His wife was still up awaiting 
him. Afterafew words, complaining of feeling 
tired, he asked Mrs. Chivers to hand him a cup of 
fresh water. 

Mrs. Chivers stepped out on the porch to get the 
water, and at the same moment her husband 
walked across the floorjto a bureau, palling open 
a drawer and taking from it a razor. 

Mrs. Chivers returned with the water in her 
hand. Asshe crossed the threshold of the room 
she saw Mr. Chivers, who was standing before the 
bureau, throw his head back, and with a quick 
stroke, draw the razor he held across his throat. 

The blood gushed from the wound ina great 
stream, and the man sank to the floor. 

With a terrible scream, Mrs. Chivers sprang to 
the side of her bleeding husband. In a few mo- 
ments, the neighbors were aroused, and Dr. Green 
called in. 

Mr. Chivers’s wound was dressed yesterday. Dr. 
Green gave it as bis opinion that the gash would 
not prove fatal, though he said that had it been 
an inch lower on the throat, death could not have 
been prevented. 

Nobody knows what induced Mr. Chivers to his 
rash act. It is understood that the prospect of 
losing his position through the contemplated 
resignation of his brother-in-law as postmaster, 
together with other financial matters, was at the 
bottom of the suicidal attempt. 

Recently Mr. Chivers has offered his home for 
sale to meet his indebtedness, and this has 
weighed heavily upon his mind. He has always 
lived on the place from his childhood, and the 
prospect of parting with 1t troubled him greatly. 

Mr. Chivers was for years marshal of Decatur, 
and during the riot there three years ago was 
severely wounded in the discharge of his duty.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, June 13.—The stock market 
was again very dull today, notwithstanding the 
activity displayed in a few leading stocks, and 
while the first inclination of prices was toadvance, 
the market afterward became weak and slowly 
drooped, leaving off at about the lowest points. 
The feeling in the forenoon was bullish and pur- 
chases by commission houses did much to keep 
bearish traders in line and some improvement was 
made all along the line. Later, however, there 
came reports of trouble in German markets and 
while the reports were denied the sending of 
$1,000,000 in gold to the continent may have had 
something to do with the rumors. The impression 
that gold was to be shipped made its first appear- 
ance early in the afternoon and while nothing 
could be had of an ofticial nature until just before 
the influence of the rumor was had and was soon 
fn the steady drooping of figures. The transac- 
tion, it is learned, is made on special orders and 
must be at a loss, as gold cannot be shipped now 
without loss under $4.8834, while the highest quo- 
tation for bills was $4.88 today. The market was 
almost purely a professional one after the forenoon 
was over and the absence of demand, together 
with selling for London account in the forenoon, 
made the traders bearish almost to a man for a 
turn and to aid the decline rumors that no silver 
bill will pass were persistently circulated. The 
general impression on the street, however, 18 that 
there can hardly failto be an agreement on this 
question, and this feeling today was backed by 
dvic3s from Washington, which stated that an 
agreement will be reached before tha end of the 
week. Intheearly trading Oregon Transconti- 
nental was specially strong and scored a gain of 
one per cent, but in the afternoon the decline was 
led by Sugar and Richmond and West Point. The 
declaration of a dividend on Sugar helped it a 
little in the forenoon, but it was let off rapidly 
later in the day without apparent cause, other 
than a general weakness of the whole list. The 
statement by the Baltimore and Ohio people that 
the purchase of a control by the Richmond and 
West Point was impossible was the chief moving 
force in the decline in the stock of che latter road 
and with the single exception of Northeastern it 
* was the only stock in the regular list showing a 
marked decline this evening. Gold shipment ru- 
mors were used against the market in the last 
hour and the close was weak though dull at about 
the lowest prices, but generally only slightly 
changed from those ofthe opening. The list is 
almost invariably lower this evening and Sugar is 
off 1144, Northwestern 144 and Richmond and West 
Point 1 percent.

The G., C. & N.--Colone! Abbott's Road --They 
Say the Atlanta and Florida is Look- 
ing Towards Brunswick. 


One of the most important deals made in south- 
ern roads this year, and affecting Georgia, is that 
by which the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus is 
to go under the management of the Menrphis and 
Charieston. The tatk of the deal is not official, 
and the details are not to be had, but the matter 
has been under consideration for some time, and 
it is believed by those in position to know thatthe 
transfer is practically agreed upon. 

A meeting of the shareholdera of the Memphis 
and Charieston has been called for the 15th of 
June, and at that meeting authority will be 
granted to make this lease and to issue Memphis 
and Charleston railroad bonds to extend the 
Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus railroad. 

The fact that the contract for the completion of 
the road to Columbus had been let was announced 
first in Tue CONSTITUTION. 

At LaGrange connection is to be made with the 
Macon and Birmingham, and that section of the 
road is to be graded and completed first. 

Rumor connects the Columbus Southern with 
the deal, but this is not substantiated. 

The fact that Messrs Borg, Sully, Dow, Wilder, 
Williamson, and the officers of the Chattahoochee 
Brick company are preparing tofbuild on the rizht- 
of-way of the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus 
railroad, a line into Chattanooga from Crawfish 
Springs (some sixteen miles routh of Chattanooga 
has been the basis of some errors. The convicts 
heretofore at work on the Columbus Southern have 
been transferred to the Chattanooga, Rome and 
Columbus railroad, but they are there for the pur- 
pose above named. A town will be laid out, a fur- 
nace built and sixteen mailies of raiiroad con- 
structed; possib!y a branch line to coal and fron 
may be put in also. 

Georgia, Carolina and Northern. 

The Gwinnett Herald says: “The corps of engi- 
neers who have been ener ged fora month between 
here and Atianta, returned last Saturday and will 
be engaged this week in making a slight change 
of the route near the Appatachee. 

In an interview with Major Gloster yesterday, 
he stated that the location to Lawrenceville was 
fixed, and that a resident engineer would soon be 
in charge here. 

Not only is the road a settled fact, but work is 
to be begun at once. The major says that, while 
he does not positively know the fact, he is under 
the impression that the contract from the Appa- 
lachee to Lawrenceville has been let out. And 
work wili be begun by the first of July certainly, 
and probably before that time. 

Atlanta and Florida. 

Colonel R. F. Maddox, president of the Atlanta 
and Florida, is quoted as saying that Brunswick 
is to become the terminus of his road. 

“The stockholders have been at that decision,” 
he is reported as saying, “almost ever sinee the 
line was built from Alanta. You see the road was 
first styled the Atianta and Hawkinsville, and 
those two places were to be the termini. The idea 
of building to Hawkinsville was soon abandoned, 
and it was decided to build to some point in 
Florida. Within the past two years Brunswick 
has grown so rapidly, and there are so many 
umistakable evidences of continued prosperity, 
that the stockholders have fixed their eyes on 
Brunswick.” 

“Would you think then of connecting w th any 
steamship line?”’ 

“That matter has been discussed, but only in a 
very vague way. It is very probable, however, 
that we would wanta direct line with Balti- 
timore and Philadelphia.” 

“When will you commence work on the exten- 
sion?” 

“Just as soon as the stockholders have another 
meeting. The contracts willl then be let for grad- 
ing and track-laying and work will begin. It will 
be pushed with all haste possible, aS we are ex- 
ceedingly anxious to reach this port.” 

Over the New Line. 

The Charleston and Savannah Railway company, 
which connects with the recently completed Ala- 
bama Midland railroad, has extended on behalf of 
the new road a number of invitations for a speeial 
excursion to Montgomery, Ala., and to a grand 
banquet to be given by the citizens of Montgom- 
ery on the 18th instant.
